people.

other folk. He is born to the hero 
concept—the superman 
who will 
save him from the malice of other 
lands and lead him to the doorstep 
of the stars. Always with a sword, 
of course.

decades oi jumiliation and econo- 
mic slavery for their nation still 
look back forgivingly on the man 
who brought them to this sorry 
dilemma.

They want to keep him 
in their hearts without stain out of 
old loyalty, as a fond son would 
overlook the sins of a senile lather.

Court Rules 


Little Rock, May 20 — (fP)—

But why August? We have had 


repeated assurances that the crisis 
is at hand. We have seen piclures 
of dead and dying victims starv- 
ation in China, India, Greece and 
elsewhere. 
If rationing in Amer- 
ica is necessary to save lives, and 
if the process of pulling rationing 
back in motion is slow, why wait 
until August to begin it? 


When the return of rationing was 
first discussed 
some weeks a"o 
a Gallup poll showed that 59 per 
cent of those questioned favored 
it if it was the only way to feed 
the hunsry of other lands. With 
the world food situation growing 
worse, it is reasonable to assume 
that, the percentage of those who 
would abide by rationing has not 
decreased. 


If Mr. Bowles read and believed 
Dr. Gallup's poll, he should have 
a reasonable idea of the public's 
acceptance. 
And he might well 
be encouraged bv it. But, having 
once headed OPA, it would seem 
that he might also be concerned 
about the effect of his vague hint 
of rationing upon 
the 
minority 
who do not favor it. 


For Mr. Bowles probably remem- 
bers, as most ol" us do, that dur- 
ing the war even a two-weeks' 
forewarning of new or 
resumed 
rationing of some item was the 
signal for a rush of buying and 
hoarding. Today, with black mar- 
kets still flourishing, a half-threat 
cf rationing two and a half months 
hence is an invitalion for fhe greedy 
and unscrupulous lo remove from 
normal channels more of Ihe very 
foods that are most needed.

casual way, that Economic Stabi- 
lizer Chester Bowles may recom- 
mend a return of rationing in Aug- 
ust—if such action is necessary 
and if the American people are 
willing to support it. 


But why August? We have had 


repeated assurances that the crisis 
is at hand. We have seen piclures 
of dead and dying victims starv- 
ation in China, India, Greece and 
elsewhere. 
If rationing in Amer- 
ica is necessary to save lives, and 
if the process of pulling rationing 
back in motion is slow, why wait 
until August to begin it? 


When the return of rationing was 
first discussed 
some weeks a"o 
a Gallup poll showed that 59 per 
cent of those questioned favored 
it if it was the only way to feed 
the hunsry of other lands. With 
the world food situation growing 
worse, it is reasonable to assume 
that, the percentage of those who 
would abide by rationing has not 
decreased. 


If Mr. Bowles read and believed 
Dr. Gallup's poll, he should have 
a reasonable idea of the public's 
acceptance. 
And he might well 
be encouraged bv it. But, having 
once headed OPA, it would seem 
that he might also be concerned 
about the effect of his vague hint 
of rationing upon 
the 
minority 
who do not favor it. 


For Mr. Bowles probably remem- 
bers, as most ol" us do, that dur- 
ing the war even a two-weeks' 
forewarning of new or 
resumed 
rationing of some item was the 
signal for a rush of buying and 
hoarding. Today, with black mar- 
kets still flourishing, a half-threat 
cf rationing two and a half months 
hence is an invitalion for fhe greedy 
and unscrupulous lo remove from 
normal channels more of Ihe very 
foods that are most needed. 
But such an apparent blunder 
no longer seems remarkable. It 
is unhappily typical of the unpre- 
paredness, uncertainty 
and 
dis- 


agreement which have marked the 
operations of UNRRA, the Corn- 
Agriculture Departments and sun- 
bined Food Board, the State and 
dry other agencies charged with 
the task of fighting the greatest 
famine in history.

Critical days are ahead on 
the 
labor front even though Ihis coun- 
Iry already has been thrown into 
repeated crises by 
strikes 
and 
threats of strikes. 


Because labor has done the strik- 


ing, labor has been given much of 
the blame for the bad situations 
which occurred. 


Yet we all are to close to the 


events, and the facts still are too 
obscured, ior us to say 'positively 
in each case where labor was at 
fault, where management was at 
fault, or where 
the 
government 
may have erred. 


The simple truth is this: 
We 


have made great industrial 
ad- 
vances but we still haven't found 
a way of having industrial 
peace. 


We have not worked out a method 
for that. 


Actually, we have practically ijo 


machinery at all for keeping indus^ 
trial peace if a union wishes to 
kick up its heels or management 
wants to get tough and declines to 
meet labor half way. 


At the moment Congress is all 
for curbing labor. The strikes of 
the past year have put it in that 
mood. Ye til may, Ihrough heat, 
pass legislation which it will re- 
gret later. 


Here's- the score:
